If there is a qualification in which a female 
ought to excel, it is a thorough and practical ae- 
quaintance with the arts and duties of domeatie life.

ments cxuanot supply her deficiency in these, 
These constitute her peculiar and appropriate em- 
ployment, and so far from being beneath her re- 
gerd, they adorn and beautify the most distinguish- 
ed of their sex. 

The sentiment may not exactly accord with the 
Opinions of the present age, Lut it is one that 
ouglit to be inseribed on the heart of evcry female, 
that industry and economy are her true glory. 
There is no apology for a slothful woman. A 
slothful woman is more fit for a domestic drudge, 
or the slave of an eastern despot, than for the ele- 
vated station which freedem, civilization and 
Christianity have assigned her. A woman who is 
occupied in little clee than reeeiving the courte- 
sics of the other sex, having every want supplied 
by obsequious attendants, if she does not become 
torpid by iuaction, is almost always the victim of 
that morbid sensibility, whieh, while it can weep 
over the ideal seenes of a novel or tragedy, has no 
interest in the affecting realities of human life, and 
passes through the world without communicating 
happiness, or acquiring responsibility. 

Few appreciate the obligations, carca and la- 
bours of an industrious female ; and few, Ifear, are 
sensible of the perpetual self denial which she is 
called to excreise in the performances of her labori- 
ous and reiterated duties. Her eye must be every 
where ia her own proper sphere; her authority 
every wherein her own retired dominion; her 
hand on every spring in all the depa:tments of do- 
mestic labour; and cheerfulness and care censti- 
tute the prominent excellences of her character. 
A female that has been induced to believe that she 
was made for nothing but to be beloved and ad- 
mired, and who is never pleased but by alternations 
of idleness and dissipation, has never learned to es- 
timate her true worth and excellence, and isa 
stranger to the high destination of a woman. 
Religion in woman, as ia man, is not only “ of 
the operation of God,” but the result of reflection, 
comparison and choice, and consists in a cheerful 
and happy renunciation of all the heart holds dear, 
for Jesus Christ, and of every opposing interest 
for his kingdom and glory, and this is her distin- 
guished excellenee. Let the fear of God, and the 
love of Jesus Christ control her domestic virtucs; 
resignation, of the Gospel, become interwoven with 
personal accomplishments, and sweeten and govern 
her conduct; and how lovely is such a woman! It 
has frequently been remarked, that pious women 
are not only more Bumerous, but more pious than 
pious men. How infinitely superior are her 
charins to all the faseinations of beauty, all the 
wplendours of external accomplishment, and all the 
delicious joys of gildy dissipation ? How invaluable 
does such a woman sppear, adorned and dignified, 
not ouly by all that earth can give, out decked in 
the robes of that piety and loveliness which earth 
can ueither give nor take away.

MISCELLANY. 
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THE TRAVELLER BELZONI, 


A medallion, of elaborate workmanship, has 
been exceuted at Padua, to the memory ot the 
Egy ptinn traveller Belzoni, who was a native of 
that city; an! a public aration, in the presence of 
the magigreey and ehief iwhableante of the town, 
delivered ie his praise. 
The following notives of the early life of this sin- 
gular and indctatiguble man, ave from the Innarie 
Necrelogigne (a French periodion| work,) and ave 
understood to be contributed hy M. iE 
“John Baptist Belzoni was the son of » poor bar- 
ber at Padua, and was born in the year i778. When 
a boy, he worked at his father’s ade, but had al- 
ways a desire to see the work), and at thirteen years 
of age, left his home, taking his brother Anthony 
with him, and made his way in the direction of 
Rome as far us the Appennines. Arrived at this 
point, and being almost in a state of destitution, the 
alarms of Anthony, who sat upon a rock, and re- 
fused to proceed further, compelled the young tra- 
veller to return. years after, however, 
pam enlisted a new companion, he started a 
second time, aud then reached Rome in earnest. — 
What Betzoni did at Rome ts uncertain. It has 
been suid that he applied himself to the stady of 
hydrauhes, bot we should doubt whether he ever 
reevived any instructions in that sclenes. In the 
end, however, being fertile in rescurees, he took 
up the trade of u Monk for want of any. better 
means of livelihood, and remained in that condition 
until the period of the revolution. Having lad 
aside the cowl, Belzoni then returned to Padua ; 
but finding tithe prospect there, in the year 1860 
he proceeded to Holland, proposing to teach the 
Dutel in the science of hydraulics. Apparently, 
however, there wassame misealculation in this ar- 
rangement; the Duteh tarned out to know con- 
siderably more of hydranties than their Htatian 
master, and at the end of twelve months, the travel- 
ler again appeared in Italy, from whenve be pro- 
ceeded to England in the year 1803. By thistime 
bis colossal figure began to develope itself, and his 
personal strength was in proportion to bis exterior 
appearance. He seettle avems Finglish woman, 
and being still at a loss for a profession, he deters 
mined to prulit by the curiosity which his personal 
powers excited, and to exhibit from town to town 
through Great Britian his hydrawhc experiments 
aud feats of muscular strength. Was a curious 
gp er to sce this Colossus coming forward on 
© stage carrying sometimes as many as twenty 
men placed in different ways upon his body. 
“This resource, however, did not last long — 
The omy got tired, and Belzoni was obliged to 
seek his fortune elsewhere. In 1812, he went with 
his wile to Portugal, and offered his servieesto the 
manager of the great theatre of San Cartos, in Lis- 
bon. ‘The Portugal speculation did well for atime, 
for a pantomine, called Sampson, was brought out, 
and Belzoni attracted immense audieuees in the 
principal character, bat at length the people here 
got tired too, and Belzoni went to Malta, where he 
offered his services as a professor of hydraulies to 
Ismael Gibralter, agent of the Paeha of Egy pt— 
Belzoui’s exhibitions as a posture master termina- 
ted at this period : bat though he wasengnged by the 
Pacha of t, his first essay as a of 
hydraulics was rather unfortunate. He had been 
presented to the Viceroy, who employed him to 
construct a machine to water the gardena of Sautre, 
a villa which he possessed oa the banks of the Nile. 
‘The work was performed, and according 0 Bel 
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fortunate, and had nearly ged tragical.—The 
Viceroy tyok it into his hen put fifteen men, 
besides BeigSui's Lrish servant, upon the machine 
when it was in motion. ‘ result was that dn 
accident occurred. The men were thrown front 
the machine. Delzoni’s servant had bis thigh bro- 
ken, and, but for the exertion of lis reester’s great 
personal strength, would have beea entirely de- 
stroyed. The superstitious temper of the Turks 
led them to regand this event as ominious; and, 
thatwhich, perhaps, went as fir in finally knock. 
ing up the project—the Pacha discovered that it 
cost him more to water his garden with the new 
machine than it had done by the old system with 
the bullock s. 

* Fortunately for Belzoni, he fell at this time into 
the hands of the Consul, Mr Sault, who, perevi¢- 
ing his eapacitiess employed him in (hose works 
by the performance of whieh he afterwards acqui 

edso much reputation. Hisphysical powers fitted 
him admirably for the exceution of the new dudes 
entrusted to bim. Dressed in the Turkish garb, 
he ruled the Egyptian peasants with the gravity of 
a Cadi or an Ags, and itis said that he dud not seru- 
ple to adminisier personal eorreetion for any tai- 
lures of duty of which they might be guilty. In 
his temper, however, wud manners, be woe toiled 
in general and unassuming ; and M. Depping de- 
seribes his peaceable demeanour as rather eurious 
ly contrasted with hisheroulean figure and appear- 
ance. ‘One day,’ says M. Depping, relating his 
first interview with the eastern traveller, ‘in the 
autumn of the year 1821, } saw a man of catraordi- 
nary statne enter my house. He was built like a 
Hereules, and his head touched the top of the door 
ashe came in. His shoulders were broad, and his 
hair thick and bushy; but bie countenanee was 
mild, and there was nothing fieree ov #larming in 
his demeanor. He carried a book under bis arm, 
and was followed by the publisher Galignani, from 
which cireumstance [| guessed that he was an au- 
thor, though certainly Dhad never before seen one 
of sueh Sinanaiaen WU the Patagonians wrote 
probably this fellow might be diseovered among 
them.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

la no sity, we believe, has the fire department 
been more effectually constiiuted, and usefully 
managed than in Philadelphia; and none, we ven- 
ture to say, at less public expense and greater in- 
dividual sacrifices. From our earliest remem- 
brance, the Engines and Hoee of our city have been 
managed by those who asked no enmpensation for 
their exertions, their laborious toils and imminent 
risks, who looked for no exemption from other 
public duties, be they d the diseharge 
of that important vocation. 

The city of Philadelphia grants a small sam an- 
nually to the hose and engine companies, and the 
fosurance companies, add a little to the amount, 
but the contributions are entirely inadequate to 
gacet the necemary expenses of the different com- 
panies, beyond the aggregate of fines imposed 
upon, and collected with the utmost rigour from 
reemLers who are in any way remiss in exertions 
or appearance. 

We need not, at this late time, speak of the as- 
eiduous attentions of firemen to the duties they 
assume; it istoo late to pronounee a panegyrie 
upon that. watehfulness and daring, which has al- 
ready passed into a proverb.—Those only who 
hare seen the firemen of our city eheck the pro- 
gress of the devouring element ina time-dried 
dwelling, staying its rapid course with almost mi- 
raculous power, can judge of their promptitude 
and labours, and of the great benefits whieh they 
diffuse. 

But we now learn that the trifling sams received 
from the two sources to whieh we have reftr- 
red, are eo entirely short of the purposes for 
which they are desired, as to render them almost 
ascless; and meantime, the benefits which have 
hitherto resulted from the efficiency of our fire 
department, are likely to be materially lessened — 





the engines and hose need repairing, or replacing 
~—in either case a costly job—and for whose bene- 
fit, we woukl ask? Surely less for the profit of 
those who use the engines, than for the public 
at large—and shall that public be appealed to in 
its own behalf without a satisfactory response 
Theeity of Boston furnishes every article to fire 
companies, and bears the expense of every repairs 
—it places the hose and engines under the care of 
the diTerent companies, and exempts the mem- 
bers thereof from military duties, Efe. Now we 
do nat believe that our firemen ask any such ex- 
emption—but they do need that kind of aid that 
will place their apparatus in a situation to be ser- 
viceable at a fire—and why, we ask, should it be 
refused? why should pot almost the only means of 
avoiding extensive conflagration be nurtured and 
proteeted by those whom those evils might effect / 
We confess ourselves wholly unable to see any 
elaim which the public have upon the serviee of 
firemen; and we kuow not how any influcntial 
part of the community ean he satisfied to see our 
young men, spending their time, paying their mo- 
ney, and risking their lives, for those who are con- 
tinvally Table to suffer, and who, but for these 
sacrifices, might lick the comfortable apartments 
from whieh they gaze sopinely upon the fireman's 
labours and risks. We repeat it,—the firemen 
ack from the constituted authorities, a contribution 
towards repairing and replacing their apparatue—

Hf is a humble plant, with tuberese fascisculated 
roots ; leaves radical, on long petiols, cordate, bluat, 
lobed or angolar, with Sor 5 lobes, very emoath, 
Stems nearly leafless, decumbent, assurgent, each 
bearing a large yellow flower, with 9 (sometumes # 
or 10) petals oblong obtuse. Many stamina and pie- 
tls, succeeded by single weeds,
